The recent report of the Commissioner 
of Education shows tbut in the State of 
Kentucky the value f f school property 
is $5,488,814. The report also shows that 
the State and local tax received for school 
purposes was $2,434,625. The total ex- 
penditures were $2,660,190.

Henderson, Ky , Nov. 4.— Hecdtrson 
was wild with excitement last night. A. 
O. Stanley, Democratic elector for this 
district, had a joint debate with Isaac 
Palmer Caldwell, of Louisville, at the 
Tabernacle with 5,000 people in attend- 
ance. Mr. Caldwell coi.fintd his talk 
to the alleged disfranchisement of Louis- 
ville, and in naming with considerable 
gusto prominent citiaens of Louisville 
who had gone iuto the Republican party, 
with a dual tribute to Carlisle, Breckin- 
ridge, John Young Brown and Gen. 
Buckuer. He then made an assault upon 
the memory of Goebel, intimating that 
he bad murdered Sandford. At this the 
crowd grew restless and began to yell 
for Cioebel and Beckham. With the ex- 
ception of this Interruption and the storm 
of hisses and cat calls at the mention of 
the name of John Young Brown, they 
gave him polite attention. When Mr. 
Stanley arose to answer Caldwell the 
excitement was great. The whole audi- 
ence stood and continued the demonstra- 
tion for fully fifteen minutes. 

Capt. W. T. Ellis, of Owensboro, who 
was present, said: "There has not been 
such a speech made in Henderson since 
the days of Powell, Dixeon and Critten- 
den and other grand old landmarks long 
gone forever. In one bo young it was 
a masterly effort." W. L Thompson, 
Republican Mayor of the city, said it 
was the most pitiful slaughter he ever 
witnessed. At eech telling point the 
crowd cbetred lustily, and at times al- 
most every Democrat was on his feet, 
the men, women and children shouting 
themselves hoarse.

A developed hair Is a per- 
fectly formed mass of tiorn w hich has 
nothing further to do with the ease in 
which the hair rests than to receive 
from It from below further growth 
and to be held (irmly by It. In this 
mass of horn, as lu the nails of the lin- 
gers and the toes, there Is no longer 
any sap In circulation. This mass, so 
to speak, is a product which cannot be 
quickened and strengthened by new 
nourishment because the latter caunot 
enter It. On the other hand, what hap 
pens lu n blade of grass Is totally dif- 
ferent. The blade of grass Is a net- 
work of tine ducts in which Is con- 
stantly circulating the nourishment 
which the blade draws from the root. 
It presents. In contrast with the dead 
body of the hair, a living vegetating 
substance which has a most intimate 
connection with the condition of Its 
root and which dries up Infallibly 
when It Is separated from its root, 
while the hnlr will remain una ected 
for thousands of rear* after It* papilla 
has withered away. We need cite only 
one Irresistible proof of this- the hair 
on the heads of mummies. The root of 
the hair as long as it exists can produce 
n new bnlr when the old hair has fall- 
en nut, while the root of many a plant 
gives existence to one sprout only aud 
then, together with It. declines and 
dies. The more a hair Is disturbed in 
Its natural growth by continually cut- 
ting off Its ends the less rest Its papil- 
In, the real producer cf the hair, tlnds. 
The papilla, being constantly Incited 
to excessive production, wavers Oually 
in Its activity, decays aud dies. Vof 
this reason a woman with n bald head 
is never or seldom seen, as the natural 
and very slow process of the growth 
of n woman's hair is not disturbed. 
The Individual hair reaches a detinite 
leugth. and after years it falls out of 
Itself, and a new hair begins to appear 
as soon us the papilla has had time to 
rest Itself thoroughly and to prepare 
itself for the proeesa of a new growth. 
These are the reasons which lend to 
the obviously valid conclusion that cut- 
ting the hair Is rather injurious than 
useful." 

SANITARY DRINKING CUP. 

Insnres Cleanliness hy Constant 
Plow of Fresh Water. 

Members cf both the board of edu- 
cation and the board of health are dis- 
cussing a new drinking cup for use In 
the Atlanta public schools. It Is rep- 
resented as being the most sanitary 
drinking utensil that has yet been in- 
vented. A picture of the new cup Is 
reproduced herewith from the Atlanta 
Constitution. 

The cup Is stationary and rests over 
& bosin which catches the overtlow. 




8AN1TAHY DRIKKINO FOUNTAIN. 

The water comes direct from the pipes 
to the cup and Is allowed to run aa 
long ns desired. The flow is controlled 
by a faucet Just above the basin. 

It Is proposed to allow the water to 
run Into this cup during school hours. 
Thero Is a constant flow over the sides 
of the enp, preventing contamination 
of any kind. Sticks, weeds or any- 
thing else not too heavy is thrown 
from the cup by the force of the wa- 
ter. The edges can never be contami- 
nated by diseased mouths because of 
the constant flow. lu drlukiug the 
mouth Is placed to the cup without 
moving the contrivance. 

In addition to Its other advantages 
the cup Is believed to be especially 
adapted to southern schools because 
Ice cannot be placed lu the water which 
the children drink. The water Is cool- 
ed by means of a coll of pipe around 
which Ice is packed, the action belug 
mm- h like that of a condensing worm 
in a -nil.

The simple Item of food waste alone is 
almost tOOUgtl, according to Mr. Hlg< 
gins, to Justify the above Hgures. The 
women do not know how to buy SCO 
nomlenlly. aud owing to the large num- 
ber who are now prac tically "brought 
up" in factorial very few of them are 
passable cooks or even good housekeep- 
ers. Housekeeping of even the hum- 
bler sort Is an art. To know what Is 
the Cheapest food from the point of 
view of contained nutriment, how to 
cook It to the best advantage and bow 
not to hnve any waste does not come 
to n woman by intuition. As Mr. llig- 
glns says. If more knowledge and time 
were devoted to the teaching of cook- 
ing lu our schools the meals of most 
fnnillles would be more varied, more 
appetizing and nutritious and much 
more economical. Mr. Atkinson lias 
estimated that the waste of food in the 
united States from bad cooking alone 
Is over 11,000,000,000 a year. In speak* 
Ing of expensive habits, 8U-?h as liquor 
drlnklpg and smoking. Mr. Iliggins re- 
fers to the latter as the most econom- 
ical of recreations. "How else, for In 
staiuv. could the tlari miner give 
himself on agreeable sensation a thou- 
sand times a year at so low a cost as 
$27 Rut nobody." he continues, "would 
wish to see a freeman using his tobac- 
co ns the Hussion peasants described 
to me by Prince Krnpotkln, who Brst 
Chewed It. then dried and smoked It 
and finally used the ashes as snuff." 
The time may not be far distant. Mr. 
Hlgglns suggests, when In large indus- 
trial towns the entire preparation of 
meals will be in the hands of special- 
ists.

FUEL OF THE FUTURE 

POWDERED COAL FOUND SAFE AND 
ECONOMICAL.

t*OWdered coal is the fuel of the fu- 
ture, according to the officials of the Il- 
linois Central railroad, who have been 
experimenting recently with a device 
for making use of coal dust. 

Two boilers at the railroad's Four- 
teenth street power bouse have been 
•quipped with the new In vein Ion. aud 
tests of efficiency and economy In the 
use of coal will be continued for the 
next 30 days. At the end of that time 
tho railroad men claim they will have 

demonstrated that coal when ground 

fine enough Is the best and cheapest 

fuel available, as well as being abso- 
lutely smokeless. The subject of coal 
dust firing has occupied the attention 
of engineers all over the world for 
years, but the Idea has only recently 
been put into practical shape, For coal 
dust tiring the coal must be ground to 
a powder as fine as w heat Hour. 

The appliances now in use at the rail- 
road power house are simple, accord- 




roanci roti rowi)F.ttKr> coal. 
ing to the Chicago Record. A large 
hopper above tho door of the I'.rebox re- 
ceives the dust, which is put up in bags 
- 70 pounds to the bag. Prom this hop- 
per the powdered coal Is Jarred down 
by au automatic shaker to a revolving 
brush with steel bristles. At the same 
time currents of air are admitted ut 
one side and the top of the brush. Re- 
volving several hundred times a min- 
ute, this brush throws the particles of 
COOJ Into the firebox, where they are in- 
stantly In a state of combustion. Damp 
STS for the further ndmlsslon of air are 
placed below the brush. 

These appliances were placed on ex- 
tra boilers, the ouly change necessary 
being the construction of a front facing 
of Drift! about two feet deep. 

further tests were made recently. 
When the other four boilers in the 
power house, which are hand fired, 
were shut olT. and the two boilers hav- 
ing the new devices were used to op- 
crate the entire plant. Rags of dust 
were poured Into the hopper as re- 
quired, and the fire got no other atten- 
tion during the two hours' test except 
nn occasional adjustment of the dump- 
ers and the feeders. Illinois COSl 
Quoted at $1.40 p< r ten, was the fuel, 
and the officials declared Ihflt. so fur 
lib they could sec, it was doing the 
work ns well as the better grades for- 
merly used. The coal Is dumped int.) 

a circular pit. where six hammers, each 
striking luO blows a minute, pound 
the moss until It Is hue enough to drop 
through meshes ut I ho bottom of the 
pit. 

It was claimed that the adoption of 
this arrangement by the city would 
give an easy solution of the garbage 
problem, as the Intense bent would In- 
stantly consume the rubbish. Experi- 
ments are belug pushed to demonstrate 
whether the system is suitable for use 
tin the road's locomotives. Testa will 
be made of the apparatus In several 
of the large smelting works within 
the next month. 

John F. Wallace, second assistant 
Vice president of the Illinois Central 
railroad, ijcclurcd lhat the officials of 
tho comp.iny were satisfied that the 
principle f.f the new invention was cor- 
rect aud that they expected to demon- 
strate that there was a saving of from 
23 to 40 »»er cent on the same quality 
of coal. Mr. Wallace said that within 
the next njonth he would begin experi- 
ments, using the front end cluders and 
tho clinkers from the grates as fuel 
after grinding them.

This district is usually 
a Btand-ofI, the Democratic majority a 
year ago being only two, and two years 
ago it was only thiee. The trouble was 
due either to a miscalculation as to the 
number of ballots for the precinct, or to 
a mistake in labeling the ballot-books.
